A NEW WINDMILL CaNnTRi 


Deddington's new community centre took a big step nearer reality this week when 
agreement was reached between the Parish Council anu Rockwell Developments Ltd. 
of Bicesver to provide a new purpese-built village hall. 


Negotiations began in 1982 when the Parish Council bought part ef the former 
Windmill Seccndary School from Oxfordshire County Ceuncil to use as a village 
centre. Reckwell, who had also bought part of the site, were keen to. acquire 
additional. housing land and provide a new hall in exchange. Over the last 12 
months there have been three areas of activity: the Windmill Committee have 
been working out what facilities they want to provide for the village; plans 
have been drawn up by architect Carl Middleditch; and negotiations have heen 
going on between Reckwell and a small working Broup acting on behalf of the 
Windmill ani the Parish Council. 


Now plans are going ahead to build a hall of around 4,000 sq.ft., including a 
60ft. by 3°ft. main hall for dances and indeor sperts, a bar and social club, 
changing rooms and showers, and a smaller hall for yeuth groups. The site 
also includes a 4-acre playing field for use by the new, expanding cricket 
club and the long-established football club, and a 3-csurt tennis area for 
the recently formed and already thriving terini’s club. 


The hall will be walk-in and usable, but not finished inside. Itis_, 
estimated that another £3,000 - £5,000 will have to be raised to provide. the 
comfort of intericr decoration and fittings, and already ideas for fund- 
raising are gathering speed. Most’of the village groups and organisations 
were present at an informal meeting at the Windmilllast week. The current 
situatian was outlined and those attending agreed in principle that they were 
prepared to be actively invelved in fund raising. 


I believe this is a wmigque oppertunity - there will never be another chance 

to provide a village centre like this. It has to be a 3-way commitment, 

most of the cost by far being met by the deal with Rackwell, the Parish 
Council having bought the land (so you are already paying thrcugh your rates) 
and now the village having to show its commitment to the centre. ; 


A tremendous amounc of effort has gone into the project so far, particularly 
by Robert Forsyth heading the working grour, and Richard Broadbent,. Chairman 
of the Windmill Management Committee - and the Parish Council thanks them. 
We're not quite there: yet - we're still 'subject to contract', to planning 
permission and to your support. Don't let us down.

NATURE NOTES 


I have been watching a song thrush build her nest in our garden. Now she is 
laying the eggs and in a day or two she will be sitting en them. The female 
of this species builds the nest. A foundation of twigs and grasses, and in 
this case a length of electric flex, is carefully woven tygether with her beak. 
Then she lines it with mud and dung cemented together with her ww saliva, an’. 
moulds it to a smooth rounded cup with her breast. The female will incubate — 
the eggs alone while the male guards the territory with song. Onee hatched 
the chicks will be fed by both parents. 


Besides birds nesting, there is much activity nuw in the garden and in the 
countryside. Bees are active gathering pollen and nectar frum the early 
flowers. Gnats are flying in clumps in shelterec places. Beetles are 

about, especially nuticeavle are ladybirds, which are coming vut vf winter 
hiding #laces cn sunny days. Early butterflies will soon be wn the wing, 
there has already been one flying about in the church. Watch wut for the 
queen wasps which tend to lie up fer the winter in the felds of curtains. 


If you happen to find a yond with fregs paw in it, remember that frogs are 
not so cemmon now. If you must take seme home in a jam jar, please return 
the little frogs te the same pond eventually. They stand a better chance +f 
survival this way.
